Ah the result of n murderous 
attack made by two union 
miners Tuesday afternoon on 
highway between Wheatcroft 
and Clay, two non union, negro 
miners who were driving from 
.Providence to Sturgis, were shot 
and wounded so seriously that 
the doctors said at once that one 
of them could uot live. The 
name of the negro who was shot 
in the bowels and was most se- 
riously wounded w as not learned 
in the first advices to Tiik Bkk. 
Jackson Withers, the other 
negro, was shot in the face and 
through the shoulder. Although 
his left jaw bune was torn com 
pletely out the doctors thought 
he had a chance to live. It is 
stated upon reliable authority 
that the assault was wholly un- 
provoked.

At 
that trial Judge Cochran, who 
presided in the absence o f 
Judge Walter Kvaus, iullicted 
the light penalty of t weiity- li ve 
dollars line each on eight of the 
men convicted of intimi- 
dating non union men, after id? 
rvonishing them against any fur- 
ther violation and exacting a 
promise that they would be good 
and use their influence to pre- 
vent any further violatiou of the 
court's order. The Judge, how- 
ever, sentenced one man for 
three months a ml another for 
six months imprisonment, for 
having made assaults and threat- 
ened Mttatti with weapons upon 
two non-union, negro miners. 

Jackson Withers and the other 
negro miner were on their way 
from 1'rovidence to Sturgis, 
driving in a buggy, when they 
were overtaken by Harve 
Springer and Bob Hall, who were 
arrested and taken to Morgan 
field jail. It is .-aid at Sturgis 
that Springer ami Hall have been 
looking for trouble for. some 
time, and it is belived that they 
have been implicated in other 
acts of violence since the miuers 
union has been fighting the pur- 
pose of the West Kentucky Coal 
Company to operate its mines 
with non union meu.

MILITIA AT MAYFIELD 

PREVENTED SERIOUS CLASH. 

The rmcst summary justice 
that has ever been meted out by 
a judge and jury in Kentucky or 
anywhere elsr was handed to 
Allen Matthis at Mayfield Tues- 
day evening. Matthis was the 
self-confessed scoundrel who as- 
saulted Miss Ethel McCain, the 
telephone operator at Mayfield. 
After beiug arrested he was 
taken to Faducah by the officers 
to escape a mob, some seventy 
five of whom followed the 
prisoner to Faducah, where they 
were rounded up and arrested 
by five policemen. The mob 
threw away their arms when ar 
rested and could not be held. 

The prisoner Allen Matthis 
was hurried from Faducah to 
Louisville to protect him from a 
mob at that place. He was or- 
dered brought back to Mayfield 
Tuesday night and Co's. E, of 
Madisonville, D, of Hopkins- 
ville, and I, of Mayfield, were or- 
dered to protect the prisoner. 
Co. E met the Illinois Central 
train at Nortonville and escorted 
the prisoner to Mayfield, where 
was given a speedy trial aud 
legally hanged at H o'clock Tues 

iy night. 

It was just fifty minutes from 
the time the jury was sworn in 
to the time the drop fell and 
broke the prisoner's neck.

Construction work has been 
progress on the southern end of 
the division between Guthrie 
and Nashville for several yean 
it requiriug much time to com 
plete the tunnel at Baken 
Tenn. , which is one of the most 
extensive improvements made, 
and one that has removed the 
danger that always attended 
trips up and down this steep 
grade. This tunnel was put 
to service only recently. 

For several months past i 
have been engaged in changing 
the route of the road.

The iron bridge there 
been moved to the uew line aud 
work is still beiug done at that 
point by the bridge carpenters 
of the company. Employes with 
the aid of a steam shovel have 
made a fill at Sulphur fork that 
was 75 feet iu depth in order to 
bring the road to the required 
height. The amount of material) 
time and money used iu this 
work can be imagined as it was 
necessary to make the width of 
this particular fill 175 feet at 
the base. 

After finishing at Sulphur 
Fork the construction force will 
take a fresh start at lied river. 
This is a hard task and will prob- 
ably require a longer time for 
completion than the work at any 
other point except the tuuuel at 
Bakers. The steam shovel can 
uot be used there aud much 
blasting has been and will be 
done. 

The two passing tracks at 
Sadlers, Tenn., have been ex- 
tended so that they now have a 
capacity of 05 cars and reach al- 
most to Forts.

July 30 —A passenger train 
carrying government money, guarded 
hy a detachment of soldiers and gen 
durmes, was attacked Saturday be- 
tween Czentoehiiwa and Herby by ten 
revolutionists. 

Lively firing ensued, during which 
two gendarmes, four soldiers and two 
civil employes were killed and others 
of the guards were woundel.

Of 
cities, thirty-two own thGir electric 
light plants and fifty-two are 
lighted by private capital.

■ Tl e statistu-iau appears to have 
had considerable trouble in getting 
complete reports from the cities 
in which the waterworks and elec- 
tric light plants are owned by the 
muncipalities and, while the reports 
from those served by private capital 
are very full, the majority of tlio.se 
having municipal plants have failed 
to report all the data asked tor 
le of them report expenses, but 
give no receipts. Others give totals 
of receipts and expenditures with- 
out showing the exact sources, and 
other give partial receipts an '. 
expenses only. V'hat leads to these 
differences is i known, but the 
inference If that n« accounts in 
some cities are k.ipt separately , % and 
there is no way to arrive at exact 
data. 

I: appears from the tabulated 
returns, however, that some of the 
cities are operating their waterworks 
at a oroflt and their electric light 
plants at a loss, while sune are 
reversing these conditions and 
other evidently losing mouey on 
both.

The following is from the Turner 
County Banner, of Ashburn, Oa.:

"In speaking of the Torrey meet- 
ings in Atlanta, the Rev. W. T. 
Hunnicutt has this to say: The 
services received $.">,i.XX> worth of ad- 
vertising, and if it had not been for 
this, they would have failed. I be- 
lieve these services did some good, 
but I do not think that the beneficial 
results derived from these will coun- 
terbalance the harmful influences 
thev spread.

Geologic Work in the 

Coal Fieldn of the United States. 

The work of investigating the 
coal and oil deposits of the 
United States, which is carried 
on by the Geological Survey, is 
under the direction of Mr. M. R. 
Campbell. During the present 
season his headquarters will be 
in Salt Lake City, and he will 
spend most of his time in visit- 
ng the various parties en-asa-d 
in the work. 

Mr. George H. Ashley will 
have general charge of geologic 
work in the northern Appall 
chian coal fields, including ii 
rettigatiOM in I'ennsylvani; 
West Virginia, Kentucky, and 
Virginia. He will have pe 
sonal supervision of the Fen 
sylvania work, which includes 
the survey of several quad 
raugles- 

Mr. W. 0. 1'halen, who last 
year studied the geology of the 
northeastern corner of Kentucky, 
spent some time during the past 
spring in gathering additional 
data in that area for a bulletin 
on the economic resources of the 
Kenova quadrangle, winch i 
ers all of Boyd arid much of 
Lawreuce counties, with parts of 
Elliott, Carter, and Greenup 
couulies. Mr. Ashley will give 
some attention to the problem of 
rhe high level gravels of that 
quadrangle and adjacent regions 
preparatory to the publication 
of the folio on that quadrangle.

Dawsou, Jr., will examine a 
portion of the Elkhom coal. field 
connection with a study of a 
portion of the State of Virginia 
lying immediately south and 
southeast.
